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Attorney Ivor A. Trapolin, 
former chairman of the May- 
or’s Advisory Committss ’on 
Organized Crime, says Dist. 
Atty. Jira Garrison should re- 
sign and the administration of 
criminal justice in Orleans 
Pai’ish should be invc-stigated 
by tile state bar association. 

“It is my opinion that Jim 
Garrison should resign as dis- 
trict attorney of Orleans Par- 
ish,” said ' Trapolin at a 
Young Men’s Business Club 
meeting at the F a i r m. o n fc 
Rccsevelt Hotel. 

If Garrison cannot be per- 
suaded to step down, he de- 
clared, impeachment proceed- 
ings should be initiated. 

Referring to the legend en- 
graved in stone on the facade 
of the Criminal District Court 


Building— “The impartial ad- 
ministration of justice is the 
foundation o! liberty’.’— Trapo- 
lin said recent actions by the 
DA should give citizens “rea- 
.son to be concerned that the 
foundation of liberty has been 
considerably shaken.” 


HE SAID G.ARRISON’S 
prosecution of New Orleans 
businessman Clay Shaw for 
conspiracy in the murder of 
President John F. Kennedy 
was executed in bad faith as 
stated last week by U.S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge Herbert W. 
Christenbeny, and he called 
Garrison’s personal criticism 
of Chi'istenberry for enjoin- 
ing furtlier prosecution of 
Shaw an “ine.xcusable at- 
tack.” 

.Another example of Garri- 
son’s failure, to admirister 
justice fairly, he said, v/as his 
office’s ’unsuccessful prcsecu- 
tion of attorney Robert G. 
Haik. Haik’s conviction for 
unauthorized use of a movable 
in connection with business 
dealings with Garrison’s 
mother was overturned unani- 
mously by the state Supreme 
Court on the grounds that the 
acts alleged required “novel 
and strained mterpretations 
for bringing them . within 
criminal statutes.” 

Principal speaker at the 
gathering was state Sen. 
Charles .C. Barham of Lincoln 
Parish, and independent can- 
didate for lieutenant governor. 

GARRISON also had failed 
to adequately prosecute cases 
involving organized crime in 
New Orleans, Trapolin 
charged. 

He called for an investiga- 
toin of Garrison’s office by 
the New Orleans and Louisi- 
ana Bar Associations, the 
New Orleans Criminal Bar 
Association and the Louisiana 
Board of Ethics for State 
Elected Officials.
